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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that Darcie fails to teach 
collision detection logic. However, as explained in previous office actions, Darcie teaches the ability to detect, by examining a packet, 
when a collision has taken place within that packet. Such logic detects collision and therefore reads on the claims. Applicant has argued 
that the examiner has taken the passage out of context. However, it is clear from the passage cited by the examiner that the specified 
device contains logic that detects when a collision has taken place. Applicant has argued that collision detection is performed in 
intermediate nodes in the Darcie reference. While the examiner concedes that that is true, Darcie also describes the existence of 
collision detection logic at the head end. While the two forms of collision detection logic do not perform the same operations, both can 
be described as "collision detection logic". Applicant has argued that because other nodes in the network perform collision detection that 
the head end cannot possibly contain "collision detection logic". However, as taught in the Darcie specification and explained by the 
examiner, Darcie et al. do teach "collision detection logic" in the head end.. 
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
